Natural 
causes in 
jail death

The Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office has 
determined that the man who died in custody in 
September succumbed to natural causes. 

According to sheriff’s reports, Larry Dean 
Temple, 61, of Willits, was suffering from long- 
standing heart problems when he was booked 
into jail Sept. 16. 

Temple was found unconscious and unre- 
sponsive on the floor of the Mendocino County 
Jail’s medical isolation unit on Sept. 20. 

Lifesaving measures were taken by medical 
staff at the jail and at the Ukiah Valley Medical 
Center but were unable to save him. Temple was 
pronounced dead at 6:30 p.m. Sept. 20. 

Temple was booked into jail Sept. 16 on sus- 
picion of driving under the influence; he was 
arrested after being involved in a single-vehicle 
accident. 

Due both to concerns over the accident and 
his long-standing heart problems, Temple was 
placed in a medical isolation observation room 
after being booked into jail, said Sheriff’s Lt. 
Kurt Smallcomb. 

An autopsy was performed the day after 
Temple’s death but the Sheriff’s Office delayed 
releasing an official cause of death while wait- 
ing for toxicology reports to return.

Council approves $300,000 to repair tennis courts at UHS

At Wednesday’s Ukiah City 
Council meeting the board unani- 
mously approved a request by the 
Ukiah Unified School District to use 
$300,000 of its portion of redevelop- 
ment funds for the renovation of the 
Ukiah High School tennis courts. 

City of Ukiah Community 
Services Director Sage Sangiacomo 
said the council was not issuing the 
money, but instead reviewing if the 
request met certain criteria. 

“This is not a grant,” he said. “It’s 
a common misconception that it’s a 
grant. It essentially was a request to

release funds from Ukiah Unified’s 
capital fund. It was created during 
the formation of the Redevelopment 
Agency in 1989. As part of that the 
City Council reviews those requests 
and makes sure they fit under the 
guidelines.” 

According to the summary report 
issued in reference to the request, 
Section 33445 of the California 
Health and Safety Code requires that 
the Ukiah Redevelopment Agency 
make the following findings: 


-- That the publicly owned build- 
ings, facilities, structures or other 
improvements to be acquired, con- 
structed or improved are of benefit to 
the project area. 

-- That no other reasonable means 
of financing the buildings, facilities, 
structures or other improvements are 
available to the community. 

-- That the payment of funds for 
the cost of buildings, facilities, struc- 
tures or other improvements will 
assist in the elimination of one or 
more blighting conditions inside the 
project area. 

Sangiacomo said that though the 
school itself falls outside the project 


area boundary map, the funds still 
apply because of its relationship to 
the community as a whole. 

“By having good schools you 
encourage good economic develop- 
ment,” he said. 

Dr. Lois Nash, UUSD superinten- 
dent, stated in a letter addressed to 
the RDA dated Aug. 1 that the repairs 
were a pressing concern because of 
the constant care and repair the 
courts currently require. 

“The courts are currently blighted 
with deep surface cracking caused by 
subsurface water intrusion,” she stat- 
ed. “The courts are becoming unus- 
able quickly without constant patch- 


ing...Without addressing the underly- 
ing problem of water intrusion, the 
courts will soon fail.” 

City Council member John 
McCowen said he supported the use 
of the funds, but said that he hoped 
future projects would focus more on 
structures closer to town. 

“I don’t quibble with the use of 
the funds,” he said. “It’s a bit of 
stretch to say that it’s eliminating 
blight in the community to repair the 
tennis courts. In the future I would 
hope we would see improvement in 
schools within the project area.”

House passes Pentagon budget 
with war funding still at issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House on Thursday approved 
a big boost in the Pentagon’s non-war budget for President 
Bush’s signature, even as a spending bill containing far smaller 
increases for health and education programs headed toward a 
certain veto. The confluence of the votes reflected Bush’s dom- 
inant position in the year-end budget battle pitting the White 
House against Democrats controlling Congress. The $471 bil- 
lion defense budget — awarding the Pentagon with a 9 percent, 
$40 billion budget increase — passed the House by a 400-15 
vote. A Senate vote could quickly follow. 

At the same time, House Democrats had little hope of win- 
ning a veto-proof margin on the health, education and job train- 
ing bill, a top party priority. 

The Pentagon bill only funds core department operations, 
omitting Bush’s $196 billion request for operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, except for an almost $12 billion infusion for new 
troop vehicles that are resistant to roadside bombs. 

The House-Senate Pentagon measure is Bush’s top priority 
in the budget endgame consuming so much time and energy on 
Capitol Hill. It would be the first of 12 appropriations bills for 
the budget year that began Oct. 1 to be signed into law. 


Memorabilia dealer testifies Simpson 
burst into his hotel room 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — One of two memorabilia dealers 
allegedly robbed by O.J. Simpson testified Thursday that the 
former football star burst into a hotel room with a handful of 
other men, including one wielding a gun, and carried off hun- 
dreds of collectors items. Bruce Fromong said he had expected 
to meet with an anonymous buyer on Sept. 13, when Simpson 
arrived and shouted that the items belonged to him. 

“O.J. was screaming, ‘This is all my s---. This all belongs to 
me. You stole this from me. Let’s pack up. Let’s get out of 
here,”’ Fromong said. Simpson, 60, and two co-defendants are 
charged with robbery, kidnapping and other offenses. 
Thursday’s hearing was to determine whether there is sufficient 
evidence to take them to trial. 


Stars shine on writers’ picket lines 
with words of support, bagels 


NEW YORK (AP) — Julianne Moore schmoozed with Nora 
Ephron. Robin Williams chatted up David Duchovny. Richard 
Belzer walked one dog and toted another in a zippered bag. 

Film festival? Premiere? No, it was the picket line in front of 
Time Warner Center on Thursday, the fourth day of a strike by 
TV and film writers over getting a share of new media profits. 

No new negotiations have been scheduled on the main stick- 
ing points between the Writers Guild of America and producers: 
payments from DVDs and shows offered on the Internet. 

“They claim there’s no money in the Internet,” said 
Williams, one of about 80 people carrying picket signs at the 
Time Warner offices. “That’s a shell game.” 

He added, “Without the writers, I don’t got anything to say 
except for interviews, where I’m allowed to riff.” 

In Los Angeles, Ray Romano took bagels, fruit and orange 
juice to strikers outside the landmark gate at Paramount 
Studios. He said Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, who relied on 
writers for memorable lines during his movie career, should 
help get stalled contract talks restarted.

Musharraf agrees Pakistan will hold 
elections by mid-February; protests rage 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf yielded to pressure from the United States on 
Thursday and said Pakistan will hold parliamentary elections by 
mid-February, just a month later than originally planned. 

But the military leader showed no sign of letting up on his 
political foes, reportedly arresting more than 800 supporters of 
opposition leader Benazir Bhutto before dawn in an effort to 
head off a major anti-government demonstration set for Friday. 

The White House hailed its ally’s election pledge, but Bhutto 
denounced his announcement as “vague” and demanded 
Musharraf give up his second post as army chief within a week. 
She said the mass protest would go ahead despite warnings it 
could be targeted by suicide bombers. 

Bhutto is leader of Pakistan’s biggest party and her decision 
to join in anti-government protests was another blow for 
Musharraf, who has seen his popularity slide this year amid 
growing resentment of military rule and increasing violence by 
Islamic militants. 


Giuliani says he should be judged on 
all decisions, not just support for Kerik 


DUBUQUE, Iowa (AP) — Republican Rudy Giuliani said 
Thursday he’d made a mistake in recommending his New York 
City police commissioner for a Cabinet job but asserted his 
good decisions far outweigh his bad. 

As mayor, he said, he made hundreds of thousands of deci- 
sions. If voters in the presidential race consider that record, he 
said they can then “say to themselves that if he makes the same 
balance of right decisions and incorrect decisions as president, 
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the country will be in pretty good shape.” 

Giuliani was asked at a news conference outside the 
Dubuque County Courthouse whether he still stands by Bernard 
Kerik, the former police commissioner who has now been 
indicted. He sidestepped that question and said the issue has to 
be decided in the courts. 

“A lot of public comment about it is inconsistent with it’s 
getting resolved in the right way in the courts,” he said as cam- 
paign aides prepared to usher him to his next stop. 

In 2004, Giuliani endorsed his protégé’s nomination to head 
the Department of Homeland Security. Only days after 
President Bush introduced the nominee, Kerik announced he 
was withdrawing because of tax issues involving his former 
nanny. 


Poll shows Giuliani the second choice of 
conservatives not backing him outright 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rudy Giuliani is doing so well 
among conservatives that even those who don’t back his presi- 
dential bid turn to him in strong numbers when asked to name 
their second choice, an Associated Press-Ipsos poll showed 
Thursday. 

In the latest evidence of the former New York mayor’s 
strength among the Republican Party’s right wing, one-third of 
the conservatives supporting his rivals made him their pick 
when asked to choose an alternative, considerably more than 
anyone else. 

Overall among Republicans and GOP-leaning voters, 
Giuliani is the favored candidate of 29 percent, followed by 
former Tennessee Sen. Fred Thompson’s 19 percent, this 
week’s AP-Ipsos poll showed. Arizona Sen. John McCain was 
next at 13 percent, former Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Romney 
had 12 percent and former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee had 
10 percent. 

The poll, released a day after Giuliani’s endorsement by tel- 
evangelist Pat Robertson, showed the New Yorker holding his 
own among the reddest of red-state voters. He was slightly 
ahead of Thompson among Southerners, and even with him 
among white men, married men, older men, evangelicals and 
conservatives. 


Border fence could cut through 
backyards, create a no-man’s-land 


GRANJENO, Texas (AP) — Founded 240 years ago, this 
sleepy Texas town along the Rio Grande has outlasted the 
Spanish, then the Mexicans and then the short-lived indepen- 
dent Republic of Texas. But it may not survive the U.S. gov- 
ernment’s effort to secure the Mexican border with a steel 
fence. 

A map obtained by The Associated Press shows that the dou- 
ble- or triple-layer fence may be built as much as two miles 
from the river on the U.S. side of the Rio Grande, leaving parts 
of Granjeno and other nearby communities in a potential no- 
man’s-land between the barrier and the water’s edge. 

Based on the map and what the residents have been told, the 
fence could run straight through houses and backyards. Some 
fear it could also cut farmers off from prime farmland close to 
the water. 

“I don’t sleep right because I’m worried,” said Daniel Garza, 
a 74-year-old retiree born and raised in Granjeno. Garza said 
federal agents told him that the gray brick house he built just 
five years ago and shares with his 72-year-old wife is squarely 
in the fence’s path. “No matter what they offer, I don’t want to 
move, I don’t want to leave,” Garza said. 


Parchment from ancient sacred text 
to be presented to Jerusalem institute 


JERUSALEM (AP) — For six decades, Sam Sabbagh car- 
ried a good luck charm — a parchment he found on the floor of 
a burned synagogue. 

Turns out that parchment likely is more than 1,000 years old, 
a fragment of the most authoritative manuscript of the Hebrew 
Bible. His family plans to present it to a Jerusalem institute next 
week, officials said Thursday. 

The parchment, about “the size of a credit card,” is believed 
to be part of the Aleppo Codex manuscript of the Hebrew Bible, 
said Michael Glatzer, academic secretary of the Yad Ben Zvi 
institute. 

It contains verses from the Book of Exodus describing the 
plagues in Egypt, including the words of Moses to Pharaoh, 
“Let my people go, that they may serve me.” 

In 1947, Sabbagh, then 17, picked up a piece of the manu- 
script off the floor of a synagogue in Aleppo, Syria. The syna- 
gogue had been burned the previous day in riots after the United 
Nations decided to partition Palestine, a step toward creating 
the Jewish state of Israel. 

When Sabbagh later immigrated to Brooklyn, he carried the 
parchment around for years in a plastic pouch in his wallet, 
Glatzer said. Sabbagh used it as a good luck charm, even bring- 
ing it with him when he underwent open heart surgery. 

About 20 years ago, a Jewish studies institute in Jerusalem 
named after Israel’s second president, Yad Ben Zvi, learned of 
the fragment’s existence. But it was unable to persuade 
Sabbagh to part with it. 

After he died two years ago, his family decided to donate it 
to the institute.

Program helps inmates connect with their children

Big Brothers is looking for 
dedicated volunteers to help 
reconnect children with their 
incarcerated parents through 
a program called the 
Storybook Project. 

Community volunteers 
work with parents in jail by 
helping them choose a chil- 
dren’s book. The parents then 
read the book aloud while the 
volunteers record the reading, 
which is later burned to a CD 
for the children to listen to. 

According to Patti 
McCluey, inland case manag- 
er of Big Brothers, Big 
Sisters, the Mendocino 
County Department of 
Education had been running 
the Storybook Project until 
about a year ago. When she 
found out that the program 
was to be discontinued, she 
convinced Wendy Wall, exec- 
utive director of Big 
Brothers, Big Sisters to take 
up the program. 

“T’ve been doing 
Storybook for about six years 
now,” said McCluey. “We go 
up to the jail twice a week, 
one day for women, one day 
for men. We’re always in 
need of volunteers. It’s usual- 
ly one time a month, but you 
can do it a couple times a 
month if you want to.” 

McCluey said that the 
greatest benefit of the 
Storybook Project is the con- 
nection the children make 
with parents they may never 
have had contact with. 

“They get to listen to their 
dad or mom on a CD,” 
McCluey said, “and they get 
the book also. I think the 
biggest thing is hearing the 
voice and being able to have 
the book and being able to 
read along.” 

According Big Brother, 
Big Sisters information, 
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A local inmate reads a book into a recording device. The recording will later be 


burned onto a CD and sent, with the book, to the inmate’s child. 


recent studies estimate that 
approximately 856,000 
California children (9 percent 
of children in the state) have 
a parent who is either incar- 
cerated or on parole. These 
children are more apt to par- 
ticipate in high-risk behaviors 
themselves. Youth with incar- 
cerated parents are six times 
for likely than their counter- 
parts to become adjudicated 
or incarcerated themselves at 
some point in their lives. The 
Storybook Project brings par- 
ents and children together to 
offset the damaging impact 
that incarceration can cause. 
Big Brothers, Big Sisters 
has seven volunteers so far 
dedicated to the Storybook 
Project, but according to 
McCluey, the organization 


could use about twice that 
number. 

“It’s a wonderful program, 
it really is,” said McCluey, 
“and what keeps it alive are 
the volunteers. The kids, I 
think, really like it, and the 
inmates do too.” 

Big Brothers and Sisters 
has a small fund to buy the 
stamps and CDs, but is 
always looking for donations 
of stamps, CDs, large 
envelopes (eight and a half 
by 11), and new or hardly 
used storybooks. 

The Storybook Project is 
just one of the projects that 
Big Brothers, Big Sisters 
sponsors in order to help 
young people in Mendocino 
County. 

“We’re always in need of 


volunteers to mentor chil- 
dren,” McCluey said. “We 
have a waiting to be matched 
list that is growing every year 
and we need volunteers to be 
mentors.” 

People interested in being 
mentors must pass a back- 
ground check, a DMV check, 
be fingerprinted, have three 
references and go through a 
live at-home interview.

Fees may be unwarranted 


To the Editor: 

To the Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors: 

Over the last several years, the rate of 
fees in the County of Mendocino have 
steadily become unrelated to the services 
performed. 

Fees are to be set by the cost of the ser- 
vices provided, which include the cost of 
personnel labor, equipment and any materi- 
als required to complete the task. The 
Employers Council of Mendocino County’s 
Board of Directors agree with this process 
for setting fees. 

This structure has steadily changed over 
the past several years and the County 
employees have discovered that the people 
in need of permits, inspections, etc., are 
willing to pay the overpriced fees to reach 
their desired end goal. The Employers 
Council of Mendocino County believes this 
may be against the law. 

There are numerous examples found by 
the Employers Council of Mendocino 
County Board that hold true to this 
premise. One example can be found in the 
County Environmental Health Department 
where, at some point in the past, this 
department set the time of completion by 
hours. Using this process, a restaurant con- 
sisting of over 650 square feet would take 
7.5 to 8.1 hours to complete, with a fee of 
$597 to $665 charged. A large retail market 
would require 12 hours, which would result 
in a fee of $1,447. The illegality of this 
stems from the hours being used. The 
hourly basis has not been tested for accura- 
cy for many years. This is a violation of the 
law. On June 4, 2007, the County Auditor’s 
office signed off on the Environmental 
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Health fee justification and only tested the 
math on a percentage of increases. They 
did not audit the actual cost of performing 
these services. The cost must be audited 
based on actual cost to perform. Other 
examples can be found in the Health 
Department and also in the Building 
Department. 

All fees for inspections and permits must 
be charged at the actual cost of services 
provided and be audited by the County 
Auditor’s office to ensure the fees are set at 
cost. 

It is the belief of the Employers Council 
of Mendocino County’s Board of Directors 
that all fees need to be set in accordance 
with the law and adhered to for fairness to 
the citizens of Mendocino County. 

You, the Board of Supervisors of 
Mendocino County, must ensure that the 
staff of the County of Mendocino are aware 
of the laws governing permits, fees and 
inspections, and that the process the staff 
uses in setting these fees is compliant with 
governing laws. 

We, the Board of Directors of the 
Employers Council of Mendocino County, 
are requesting that you agendize this issue 
with the intent to instruct staff to correct all 
fee, permit and inspection costs that do not 
meet the requirements of the law. We are 
available to provide you with information 
to support these current infractions at your 
request. 

Please respond, in writing, as to the 
process that you will take to correct this 
issue.

The intelligence 
Curveball 


In late 2002, two strong-willed CIA officers, identi- 
fied only as Beth and Margaret, were at daggers drawn. 
They had diametrically opposing views about the 
veracity of an Iraqi defector’s reports concerning 
Saddam Hussein’s biological weapons programs, and 
especially the notorious but never seen mobile 
weapons labs. 

“Look,” said Beth defiantly, “we can validate a lot 
of what this guy says.” 

Margaret, angry and incredulous: “Where did you 
validate it?” 

Beth: “On the Internet.” 

Margaret: “Exactly, it’s on the Internet. That’s 
where he got it too!” 

Margaret was right in that episode, recounted in the 
new book “Curveball” by Bob Drogin of the Los 
Angeles Times. Curveball was the code name of the 
Iraqi defector in Germany on whose reports the Bush 
administration relied heavily in its argument that 
Saddam’s weapons of mass destruction justified a pre- 
ventive war. 

In 1999, Curveball defected to Germany, which has 
a significant portion of the Iraqi diaspora. Seeking the 
good life -- a prestigious job, a Mercedes -- he jumped 
to the head of the line of asylum-seekers and got the 
attention of Germany’s intelligence agency with the 
word ““Biowaffen,” germ weapons. He claimed to have 
been deeply involved in Saddam’s sophisticated and 
deadly science, particularly those notorious mobile 
labs. Notorious and, we now know, nonexistent. 

German intelligence officials -- partly because intel- 
ligence agencies are like this and partly because they 
thought Germany had been unfairly blamed by the 
United States for not detecting the Hamburg cell from 
which three of the four 9/11 pilots came -- refused to 
allow U.S. officials to interview Curveball. Yet by 
March 2001, the Germans were expressing doubts 
about him; by April 2002, the British were, too. 

So were some U.S. officials, such as Margaret. But 
others became invested in Curveball’s credibility, and 
soon they could not back down without risking per- 
sonal mortification and institutional disgrace -- both of 
which came, of course, after the invasion. Then some 
of Curveball’s Iraqi acquaintances were located and 
identified him as a “congenital liar” who was not a sci- 
entist but a taxi driver. But before the invasion, he sup- 
plied an important rationale for launching it: He was 
the most important source for Colin Powell’s 80- 
minute address to the U.N. Security Council detailing 
Iraq’s WMD programs, the address that solidified 
American support for war. 

“We have,” said Powell, “firsthand descriptions” of 
“biological weapons factories on wheels and on rails.” 
Powell took the word of people who took Curveball’s 
word. Such as Beth, who had conceded that Curveball 
was odd, but weren’t most defectors? Curveball’s 
reports were “too detailed to be a fabrication,” and too 
complicated and technical for Margaret to judge. 
“Well,” Margaret replied, “you can kiss my ass in 
Macy’s window.” And the war came. 

Drogin’s account of the search for WMDs after 
Baghdad fell would be hilarious were the facts not 
scandalous and the implications not tragic. That mis- 
sile spotted by analysts of satellite imagery? It was a 
rotating steel drum for drying corn. The missile pho- 
tographed from the air? Chickens in Iraq are raised in 
long, low half-cylinder coops. Some weapons 
searchers finally had T-shirts printed with the U.N. 
symbol and the words “Ballistic Chicken Farm 
Inspection Team.” In the middle of the night in 
Baghdad, Vice President Cheney’s chief of staff, 
Scooter Libby, was calling from Washington with pre- 
cise geographic coordinates to guide searchers to 
Iraq’s hidden WMDs. The supposed hiding place was 
in Lebanon. 

Drogin’s book refutes its subtitle, which is: “Spies, 
Lies and the Con Man Who Caused a War.” Curveball 
did not cause the war; rather, he greased the slide to 
war by nourishing the certitudes of people whose con- 
fidence made them blind to his implausibility. 

Drogin probably overstates his indictment of U.S. 
officials when he says that the CIA, having failed to 
“connect the dots” prior to 9/11, “made up the dots” 
regarding Iraq’s WMDs. In the next paragraph his 
assessment is less sinister -- but more alarming. More 
alarming because his formulation suggests that the 
problem was human nature, and there is always a lot of 
that in government. Calling Curveball a fabricator, 
Drogin writes, “implied that U.S. intelligence had fall- 
en for a clever hoax. The truth was more disturbing. 
The defector didn’t con the spies so much as they 
conned themselves.” 

Drogin’s book arrives, serendipitously, as some 
Washington voices, many of them familiar, are repris- 
ing a familiar theme -- Iran’s nuclear program is near a 
fruition that justifies preventive military action. 
Whether or not these voices should be heeded, 
Drogin’s book explains one reason why they will not 
be.

The American Association of University 
Women, Ukiah branch is pleased to invite the 
public to its monthly program on Tuesday, 
Nov. 13. The program presentation will be 
“The Local Culture for Women in the Media.” 

The meeting will be held at 7 p.m. at the 
Pomolita School Library, 740 N. Spring St., 
where there is plenty of parking. The program 
will follow a short business meeting with 
refreshments and socializing from 8:30 to 9 
p.m. 

This program will feature a panel of three 
local women: Annie Esposito, News Director, 
KZYX & Z, 90.7 & 91.5 FM; K.C. Meadows, 
Editor, The Ukiah Daily Journal; and Jenny 
Sackman, Program Director, KMEC, 105.1 
FM. Among the issues that will be addressed 
include: what inspired these women to launch 
careers in the media; particular challenges or 
advantages they have perceived as women 
working in news media; changes they have 
seen in news media; issues specific to local 
news; influences of technology and the 
Internet to the media; what they foresee in the 
future of news media; and questions will be 
welcomed from the audience. 

Annie Espositio has been involved in com- 
munity radio news for twenty years. She 
immersed herself in Berkeley’s KPFA news 
training program in the late ‘80s, where she 
worked as a News Reporter until 1990, when 
she came to Mendocino County. Her local 
community media work began as a volunteer at 
KZYX & Z, where she seamlessly continued 
her reporting on the Redwood Summer and 
bombing of activist Judi Bari. In 1997 Esposito 
became the paid KZYX & Z News Director. 
Upon reflection, she attributes her career inter- 
est in news “not as media but as an involved 
community person.” 

K.C. Meadows became the Editor of The 
Ukiah Daily Journal in 1991. Her previous 
media work had been from 1977-1980 as the 
News Director for a radio station in Michigan. 
Meadows continued her connection with 
Michigan by moving to Washington, D.C. to 
work as the Press Secretary for a Congressman 
from Michigan, and later she worked for the U. 
S. House of Representatives, Merchant 
Marines and Fisheries Committee. K.C.’s 
move from Washington, D.C. to Ukiah is an 
interesting story, that she can tell best. 

Jenny Sackman earned her Bachelor of Arts 
degree from California State University, 
Monterey with a major in Teledramatics Arts 
and Technology-featuring an in-depth focus on 
grass roots communications-with an emphasis 
on radio production. During 2002-2003 Jenny 
worked in the Monterey area in commercial 
radio as a programmer and producer with 
Mapleton Communications and in community 
radio with the NPR affiliate in Pacific Grove 
working on community news. When Jenny 
moved to Mendocino County in 2006, she 
began volunteering with the local independent 
radio, KMEC, launched in 2005 as part of the 
Mendocino Environmental Center. This past 
April Sackman assumed the position of KMEC 
Program Director.

Traditional dinner

For over 20 years a tradi- 
tional Christmas Day Dinner 
was held by a great lady, 
Birdie Marabel. 

When Birdie got too ill to 
put on the huge home cooked 
dinner that often drew 200- 
300 diners, her daughter 
Lillian Brandon, took it over 
along with many great volun- 
teers from the community. 

It took a lot of planning, 
going door to door to ask for 
donations from stores and 
cash from others to buy what 
wasn’t donated. 

The stores often donated 
some of the food or offered 
unbelievable discounts to 
make it as affordable as possi- 
ble. 

The day of the dinner, peo- 
ple were there in the wee 
hours of the morning, many 
the night before, peeling pota- 
toes and preparing meats for 
the dinner to get a head start. 

Last year, Lillian was ill, 
and had to face the fact that 
she could no longer do this. 
She worried about all the peo- 
ple who would show up in the 
cold damp weather, as they 
had for years, and arrive only 
to see the building (then the 
Ukiah Senior Center) closed 
up for the holiday weekend 
and no dinner on Christmas 
Day. 

My mother and I, along 
with 50 others, used to go 
down there from noon to 3 
p.m. and help serve, pour cof- 
fee and do whatever was nec- 
essary to help the other volun- 
teers. 

Lillian called upon me in 
November last year, to come 
up with another option. The 
Center building was occupied 
and after just a few phone 
calls, as expected, the com- 
munity came forth with ideas 
and possibilities that were just 
short of awesome. 

What did happen was a 
Christmas Day Meal held at 
the Buddy Eller Center (room 
and facility donated) which 
consisted of substantial turkey 
and ham sandwiches, chips, 
energy bars, hot coffee, 
chocolate, and cider, soda, 
fruit, fried packaged pies, 
cookies . . . all laid out on 
paper plates. 

It took about 40 volunteers, 
with no one working excep- 
tionally long hours. Other 
than the sandwich-making, 
which was taken over by a 
family, everything could be 
brought in and set up for an 
abundant cold lunch. 

It was appreciated just as 
much as the hot dinner with 
100 plus volunteers and hours 
of work, and we served over 
100 people that day with very 
little advanced notice and 
minimal volunteer hours.

After turning down Duke, Boyle recommits to Bears

BERKELEY — Joanne Boyle still 
has moments when she pictures herself 
coaching at Duke, her alma mater, 
leading an elite program and living 
within minutes of her widowed mother. 

The thoughts come to mind on par- 
ticularly difficult days running the 
emerging team at California. Those 
times when she loses a recruit to the 
Blue Devils or things just seem chaotic 
— that’s when she might second-guess 
her choice to stay in the Bay Area. 

“You reflect on it then and there and 
then move on,” Boyle said. “You get 
back into the routine of what you’re 
doing and the purpose with your kids. 
It was a really tough time. It was unex-

pected on my part. ... 

“These kids just never left (my 
mind). That kept becoming the most 
important thing to me. It kept trumping 
everything else. It’s been two years of 
us building this. How do you walk 
away from that?” 

After a cross-country trip to North 
Carolina to interview last spring, Boyle 
turned down one of the most prized 
positions in women’s college basket- 
ball to continue leading the scrappy 
Bears to national prominence. Her Cal 
team earned a preseason ranking of No. 
13 this season, only three spots down 
from 10th-ranked Duke. 

Boyle had been on the Blue Devils’ 
staff from 1993-2002 and didn’t 
believe the Duke job would even come 


open. When Gail Goestenkors left to 
replace Jody Conradt at Texas, she 
called to tell Boyle it was her turn — 
time to “pass the baton.” 

Boyle even heard from Mike 
Krzyzewski, the coach of Duke’s sto- 
ried men’s program. 

For Boyle, going through the inter- 
view process on campus was para- 
mount because, “I had been away from 
Duke for so long, I didn’t know how I 
felt.” 

“I didn’t think she was going to go, 
so I didn’t put myself there,” Boyle 
said. “Then I panicked a little bit 
because I didn’t know what I was sup- 
posed to do. It was five days of mulling

Alex Rodriguez ready to 
meet with owners inter- 
ested in signing him

ORLANDO, Fla. — Alex 
Rodriguez is prepared to meet and 
greet. 

Agent Scott Boras used this week’s 
general managers’ meetings to give 
teams his sales pitch for A-Rod and 
was pleased with how it went. 

“With regard to Alex, we got some 
very clear direction from clubs as to 
where their interest is,” Boras said 
Thursday after the four-day session 
ended. 

Given that Rodriguez terminated a 
record $252 million, 10-year contract 
to seek even greater riches, this won’t 


be a deal signed off on at the GM level. 

“T fully expect that with this type of 
player, that the owner will want to sit 
down and talk with him,” Boras said. 

When the New York Yankees asked 
for a meeting before Rodriguez opted 
out, Boras told them they’d have to 
make a $350 million offer just to speak 
with Rodriguez. 

The Los Angeles Angels said they’re 
interested in A-Rod, who appears like- 
ly to win his third AL MVP award this 
month. Other possible suitors, such as 
the Boston Red Sox, Los Angeles 
Dodgers and New York Mets, are tak- 
ing a more wait-and-see approach with 
their public comments. 

There was only one trade at the 
meetings: The Philadelphia Phillies 
acquired closer Brad Lidge and infield- 
er Eric Bruntlett from Houston on 


Wednesday night for outfielder 
Michael Bourn, pitcher Geoff Geary 
and minor league third baseman Mike 
Costanzo. 

But other deals are percolating at 
various levels. Florida dangled All-Star 
third baseman Miguel Cabrera, who 
interests the Yankees and perhaps the 
Angels and Dodgers. 

Several teams would want two-time 
AL Cy Young Award winner Johan 
Santana, but the Minnesota Twins say 
he’s not available and they’re trying to 
work out an extension before he can 
become a free agent after the 2008 sea- 
son. 

“I don’t think people are waiting for 
something to happen. You can’t wait 
around too long in this marketplace,” 
Mets general manager Omar Minaya

Smith still 
hoping to 
reach Niner’s 
expectations

SANTA CLARA — Except 
when he’s on the football field, 
Alex Smith’s life is awfully good. 

He has a loving family, a beauti- 
ful girlfriend and a charming home 
on some of the priciest hilltop real 
estate in Silicon Valley. Wherever 
he goes, people line up to please 
the quarterback of the Bay Area’s 
most beloved sports franchise. He 
hasn’t even spent any of his mil- 
lions on a car because dealers are 
so eager to loan free rides to him. 

Smith knows he’s led a charmed 
existence for a while now, ever 
since his unbeaten season with 
Utah in 2004 catapulted him to the 
top of the NFL’s draft boards, 
where the San

never be found 
in a storybook. 

“Coming 
into the season, I thought he was 
ahead of where he has been right 
now,” coach Mike Nolan said 
Wednesday in a conference call 
with Seattle media. “I thought he 
would do a better job up to this 
point.” 

The 49ers (2-6) are halfway 
through a season that’s shaping up 
as one of the worst offensive cam- 
paigns in football history, and 
Smith is the captain of a sinking 
ship. His numbers are uniformly 
terrible, from his 800 yards passing 
to the 49.7 completion rate, but one 
factoid stands out: Smith’s passer 
rating is 57.6, the 34th-best in a 32- 
team league. 

“I want my stats to be good, but 
the bottom line is I want to win 
games,” Smith said as the 49ers 
began preparations for Monday 
night’s game against the Seattle 
Seahawks, their next chance to 
snap a six-game losing streak. 

“You can’t get too far down. 
There’s got to be some light at the 
end. People can look at the stat 
line, and obviously the QB rating 
hurts, but I’m not going to stop try- 
ing to get better every week.” 

Smith is no longer a wide-eyed 
No. 1 draft pick whose rookie mis- 
takes could be chalked up to inex- 
perience. He’s also not the second- 
year pro who seemed to be gaining 
confidence and skill under the tute- 
lage of Norv Turner, who has 
helped plenty of passers reach their 
potential. 

Instead, Smith is just a strug- 
gling quarterback in charge of the 
league’s most inept offense by 
most statistical measures. 

With just two TD passes and 
four interceptions, his completion 
rate has dipped below 50 percent 
— the NFL’s worst. So is that pass- 
er rating, nearly 20 points lower 
than last season’s awful number. 

The 49ers haven’t scored 20 
points in a game since their season 
opener, and their 104 total points 
are the NFL’s second-fewest. They 
haven’t passed for 200 net yards in 
their past 21 games, and they’re 
still waiting for the first 300-yard 
game of Smith’s career. 

But numbers don’t show 
Smith’s biggest problems over the 
past two weeks. He visibly favored 
his recently separated shoulder 
while playing poorly in a blowout 
home loss to New Orleans last 
month, then went 17-for-38 with 
three interceptions while wildly 
missing several open receivers in a 
loss at Atlanta last weekend. 

Nolan repeatedly has said his 
future is tied to Smith, his biggest 
investment to date in three years 
running the 49ers. Though Nolan 
isn’t even close to giving up on his 
quarterback, he’s hoping better 
days arrive soon. 

“His accuracy has been a little 
off,’ Nolan said. “I think that’s 
somewhat due to the soreness he 
has in the shoulder, but at the same 
time, if you can play, you know 
quarterbacks are expected to per- 
form at a high level.” 

There are plenty of legitimate 
reasons for Smith’s struggles aside 
from his shoulder, which was sep- 
arated on a sack by Seattle’s Rocky 
Bernard in September.

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Raiders revive running game after switch- 
ing to long-time back-up 


ALAMEDA — When Lane Kiffin was 
the receivers coach at USC a few years 
ago, the Trojans had a nickname for run- 
ning back Justin Fargas. 

“We used to call him the crash test 
dummy,” the Raiders’ coach said 
Thursday. “It’s like the guy they throw in 
and he just goes running into the wall.” 

Fargas’ style hasn’t changed much 
since. He’s back with Kiffin and still 
crashing into defenders, although not 
with the upright abandon he did in col- 
lege. He’s also flashing the speed that 
made him one of the nation’s most covet- 
ed recruits coming out of high school, 
only now as the Raiders’ featured back. 

Last week against Houston, Fargas 
replaced LaMont Jordan as Oakland’s 
starter and responded with his second 
100-yard game of the season. Though the 
Raiders fell to the Texans 24-17 — 
extending their losing streak to four 
games — Fargas’ performance provided 
the offense with it’s first real bright spot 
in more than a month. 

“Obviously, we didn’t make the switch 
just to try something,” Kiffin said. “We 
really felt that Justin had done well in his 
Opportunities and we felt that he’d run 
great and he was making the right reads. 
We wanted to get him more opportuni- 
ties, and he responded. To me, he showed 
why he should be the starter.” 

The Raiders had gotten a sense of 
Fargas’ worth earlier in the season when 
he filled in against Miami on Sept. 30 
after Jordan hurt his back in the first half. 
Fargas responded with a career-high 179 
yards, 172 coming in the second half. 


He went back to the bench the follow- 
ing week and had just three carries com- 
bined in consecutive losses to San Diego 
and Kansas City. It seemed a foregone 
conclusion that the 2003 third-round 
draft pick was destined to play out the 
rest of the season as 
he has most of his 
NFL career, as a 
perennial back-up. 

Instead, after 
gaining 61 yards on 
12 carries against 
Tennessee and the 
Titans’ No. 1-ranked 
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rushing defense, Bears at 
Fargas was promot- Raiders 
ed to starter ahead of Sunday; E p.m.

matically over the 
last four games. 

“Tve been working hard for a long 
time to get in this position,” Fargas said. 
“But it’s not a thing where I feel satisfied 
because there’s a lot more that I can do. 
My best football’s in the future.” 

Jordan, who was among the league 
leaders in rushing through the first month 
of the season when he had 424 yards on 
84 carries, has gained just 97 yards on 45 
carries over the last four games. Part of 
the problem has been a nagging back 
injury that he’s been nursing since train- 
ing camp, though Jordan is also quick to 
blame himself. 

“When it really comes down to it, just 
looking at the film, I haven’t been run- 
ning hard,” Jordan said. “I’ve been miss- 


ing some reads. I haven’t been producing 
pass-protection wise. I’m not going to sit 
here and pretend I’m happy with it. It’s 
one of those things you just have to deal 
with it.” 

The Raiders also have Dominic 
Rhodes in their backfield, though the for- 
mer Indianapolis Colt has carried the ball 
just nine times this season. 

Fargas certainly has the credentials 
this season to hold onto the starting job. 
A year after leading the Raiders with 659 
yards when Jordan missed the final six 
games with a knee injury, Fargas is on his 
way to becoming the first player to lead 
Oakland in rushing for consecutive years 
since Charlie Garner in 2001-02. 

His 5.4 yards-per-carry average is 
third-highest in the NFL among running 
backs with at least 100 carries and he has- 
n’t fumbled once in 129 carries. He’s also 
become one of Oakland’s most effective 
pass blockers. 

More significantly, Fargas has avoided 
the nagging injuries that plagued him ear- 
lier in his career. That has also quieted 
critics who used to say that the injuries 
were a direct result of his running style. 

“He is a little nicked up now but we 
definitely don’t want to change who he is 
because he brings a lot,” Kiffin said. 
“And that’s a very big reason why he’s 
starting, because of the way he runs and 
what he brings.”

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No. 2 UCLA is banged up heading into season opener

LOS ANGELES — Ben Howland’s 
worst fears are coming true before UCLA 
plays its season opener. 

With only 10 scholarship players 
available, the coach of the second-ranked 
Bruins was worried about injuries deci- 
mating his lineup. He had a right to be 
concerned since various players were 
sidelined throughout preseason practices. 

“You don’t control those things as a 
coach and that’s tough,” Howland said. 

The Bruins could likely open the sea- 
son Friday night at home against Portland 
State without starting point guard Darren 
Collison, a preseason All-American. He 
was listed as doubtful because of a 
sprained left knee. 

Guard Josh Shipp, last season’s sec- 
ond-leading scorer, had offseason surgery 
on his left hip, the same surgery he had 
on his right hip two years ago. His early 
practices went well until he sprained his 
right thumb, which left him as probable 
to play Friday night. 

Don’t look for guard Michael Roll, 
who will miss three to five weeks 
because of an injured left foot. Forward 
James Keefe, recovering from offseason 
foot surgery, could return in early 


December. 

Center Lorenzo Mata-Real, who start- 
ed every game last season, had a sprained 
foot that limited him. 

“No one has a season-ending injury, so 
that is good news,” Howland said. 

The best news of all for the Bruins is 
the arrival of Kevin Love, one of the 
nation’s most highly touted recruits. The 
6-foot-10, 260-pound center had double- 
figure scoring and rebounding efforts in 
UCLA’s two exhibition games. 

Love will crack the starting lineup 
immediately, giving the Bruins the domi- 
nant low post presence they’ve lacked in 
recent years. Love and Mata-Real figure 
to play together when Howland goes with 
a big lineup, and when he’s double- 
teamed, Love’s outlet passes have been 
compared to those of former UCLA star 
Bill Walton. 

“He’s better than advertised,” Collison 
said. “Kevin is acting like he’s been here 
before.” 

Howland downplays the inevitable 
comparisons between Love and Walton, 
who was ineligible as a freshman before 
the Bruins went undefeated in his first 
two seasons. 

“Will we go 60-0 in Kevin’s first two 
years at UCLA? Very unlikely,” Howland 


said. “To be compared to a player like 
Bill Walton is unfair to Kevin. He has an 
incredible talent and is a very, very spe- 
cial player. That’s like comparing some- 
one to Michael Jordan. There’s only one 
Jordan.” 

The Bruins are coming off consecutive 
Final Four appearances, losing to Florida 
the last two years. The current expecta- 
tions are that Love will get the Bruins 
back there, and lead them to the school’s 
12th national championship. 

“T just expect to help my team win,” he 
said. “I never really feel pressure, I just 
feel anxiousness to play. I can already tell 
that this team has something special that 
other teams might not have.” 

What the Bruins don’t have is leading 
scorer Arron Afflalo, who was a first- 
round pick of the Detroit Pistons after 
giving up his senior year of eligibility. 
Afflalo was the team’s defensive stopper 
and made countless big shots. 

But Shipp will likely fill Afflalo’s spot 
on the floor, with Russell Westbrook — 
who’ll back up Collison at the point — 
also able to play shooting guard. 

“Provided we stay healthy, we have a 
chance to have a really good year,” 
Howland said. 


Memorabilia dealer testifies at Simpson hearing, 
saying football star burst into hotel room

LAS VEGAS — A memorabilia deal- 
er accusing O.J. Simpson of robbing him 
testified Thursday that the former foot- 
ball star burst into a hotel room with a 
handful of other men, including one 
wielding a gun, and carried off hundreds 
of collector’s items. 

Bruce Fromong, one of two dealers 
allegedly robbed, said he had expected to 
meet with an anonymous buyer on Sept. 
13, when Simpson arrived with others “in 
a military invasion fashion” and shouted 
that the items belonged to him. 

“O.J. was screaming, ’This is all my s- 
--. This all belongs to me. You stole this 
from me. Let’s pack up. Let’s get out of 
here,’ Fromong said. 

Simpson, 60, and two co-defendants 
are charged with robbery, kidnapping and 
other offenses. Thursday’s hearing was to 
determine whether there is enough evi- 
dence to take them to trial. 

During an aggressive cross-examina- 
tion, Simpson attorney Gabriel Grasso 
sought to show that Fromong was less 
traumatized than excited about the 
chance at a big payday at the expense of 
Simpson. 

Fromong acknowledged that he has 
gone to the online auction site eBay in an 
effort to peddle items he has dubbed as 
“identical to the items O.J. stole from 
me!” 

He also said that when he suffered a 
heart attack days after the incident, he 
called a TV show from his hospital bed 
but said he just wanted to make sure he 
wasn’t lumped together with “unsavory 
characters” in the case. 

He also confirmed that he has dis- 
cussed the idea of a book with various 
people. 

Grasso also asked Fromong whether 


he called the television show “Inside 
Edition” before contacting police. 

“Nine-one-one was already being 
called,” Fromong said. 

Grasso also noted that in his statement 
to police Fromong said Simpson had told 
the others: “Get my ... . Leave the other 
stuff alone.” 

Fromong, who testified he has known 
Simpson since the early 1990s, said the 
confrontation lasted no more than five or 
six minutes and ended with the group 
stuffing hundreds of items into pillowcas- 
es and leaving the Palace Station hotel- 
casino. 

Fromong said some of the items had 
nothing to do with Simpson but were lith- 
ographs of football great Joe Montana 
and items signed by baseball stars Duke 
Snider and Pete Rose that he thought he 
could sell. 

At one point, as everything was being 
packed up, Fromong said he told 
Simpson: “O.J., those are my Joe 
Montana lithos. 

“I said, ’O.J., that’s my stuff. That 
doesn’t have anything to do with any- 
thing.” 

Throughout the confrontation, 
Fromong said, one man pointed a gun at 
his face and told him at one point: “Ill 
shoot your a--.” 

“I wasn’t cowering in a corner, but 
having a gun pointed at me is an uncom- 
fortable feeling,” he said. 

Fromong told how he and Simpson 
met in the early 1990s when Fromong 
and another memorabilia dealer, Mike 
Gilbert, formed a company, “Locker 32,” 
using the number on Simpson’s football 
jersey, to sell items on his behalf. 

Shortly before the hotel confrontation, 
Fromong said, memorabilia dealer Alfred 
Beardsley told him he had several 
Simpson-related items to sell to an 


anonymous buyer, including the suit 
Simpson wore when he was acquitted of 
murder. Beardsley arranged the meeting, 
which Fromong thought would be with 
an anonymous buyer, he said. 

At one point, Fromong said he thought 
the Simpson material for sale could fetch 
as much as $100,000 at retail. But he also 
said, “I have always believed much of 
this stuff should go back to O.J.’s fami- 
ly.” 

Fromong was the first of eight wit- 
nesses prosecutors expected to call. The 
hearing was to continue Friday. 

Beardsley, who has been in custody in 
California on a parole violation, has been 
transferred to a Las Vegas jail and is 
expected to testify, defense lawyers said. 

In Simpson’s mind, according to a 
close friend, the Las Vegas charges are 
rooted in the former football star being 
acquitted in the 1994 slayings of his wife, 
Nicole Brown Simpson, and her friend, 
Ronald Goldman. 

“He believes he’s being tried for that 
now,” said Tom Scotto, 45, a North 
Miami Beach, Fla., auto body shop 
owner. 

Simpson has maintained that he want- 
ed to retrieve items he knew had been 
stolen from him, including the suit 
Fromong mentioned. 

Simpson and co-defendants Clarence 
“CJ.” Stewart and Charles Ehrlich face 
12 charges, including kidnapping, armed 
robbery, assault with a deadly weapon, 
conspiracy and coercion. 

A kidnapping conviction could result 
in a sentence of life in prison with the 
possibility of parole. An armed robbery 
conviction could mean mandatory prison 
time.

Kentucky in College Hoops Classic

LEXINGTON, Ky. — 
Kentucky’s players will get 
plenty of time to think about 
their first loss in the Billy 
Gillispie era. 

The No. 20 Wildcats were 
expected to be headed to New 
York next week for the semifi- 
nals of the 2K Sports College 
Hoops Classic. Instead, 
Gardner-Webb is taking their 
place after an 84-68 shocker 
Wednesday night. 

After the Wildcats played 
their first two games under 
Gillispie in two days, they’ll 
get two weeks of practice time 
before facing Liberty in game 
No. 3. 

“It was a great exhibition 
of basketball by Gardner- 
Webb,” Gillispie said. “They 
just came into our place and I 
thought they whipped us in 
every phase of the game. The 
box score was not indicative 
of how bad they beat us.” 

It was pretty bad, though. 

One night after holding 
Central Arkansas to 20 per- 
cent shooting — the Wildcats’ 
best defensive performance 
since 1995 — Gardner-Webb 
burned Kentucky for 53 per- 
cent. 

Coach Rick Scruggs said 
his team may have been better 
prepared for the 23,000 fans 
that packed Rupp Arena after 
playing in front of a sparse 
crowd Tuesday night against 
Alabama A&M in the tourna- 
ment’s opening round. 

“We could get used to the 
surroundings and then see last 
night how loud and boisterous 
it gets,” Scruggs said. “These 
are the greatest fans in the 
country. It is a dream of mine 
to come here and have the 
chance to play Kentucky.” 

Kentucky, Division I’s win- 
ningest program, hadn’t lost a 
regular-season game to a mid- 
major since falling to Western 
Kentucky on Nov. 15, 2001, 
in that season’s opener. It lost 
to Alabama-Birmingham in 
2004 in the first round of the 
NCAA tournament. 

Kentucky’s last home loss 
to an unranked nonconference 
foe was Dec. 3, 2005, against 
North Carolina. 

“It’s embarrassing when 
you lose, especially when it 
happens at home,” Kentucky 
forward Perry Stevenson said. 
“We’ve just got to keep work- 
ing hard and make sure it 
doesn’t happen again.” 

The tournament, benefiting 
Coaches vs. Cancer, had been 
set up to send four top pro- 
grams — No. 3 Memphis, 
Connecticut, Oklahoma and 
Kentucky — to New York 
next week to play in the semi- 
finals. 

However, instead of the 
Wildcats, Gardner-Webb, 
which finished 9-21 last sea- 
son and tied for seventh in the 
Atlantic Sun Conference, will 
play the winner of Thursday 
night’s game between Buffalo 
and Connecticut. 

“We had confidence,” 
Gardner-Webb forward 
Thomas Sanders said. “We 
wanted to play four minutes at 
a time and go timeout to time- 
out and give ourselves a 
chance to win in the final min- 
utes. We ended up not needing 
to do that, though.” 

As it turned out, the 
Wildcats never had control of 
this game, trailing 14-0 just 4 
minutes in, missing their first 
four shots and turning the ball 
over four times during that 
span. 

Grayson Flittner led the 
way with 22 points and hit a 
critical 3 midway through the 
first half that opened the 
Bulldogs’ lead to 26-10. 

Kentucky cut the deficit to 
seven less than 3 minutes later 
on a long jumper by Joe 
Crawford, but would get no 
closer. 

Crawford, a senior guard 
and regular starter last year, 


didn’t crack the starting line- 
up for the second straight 
game under Gillispie despite 
leading the team with 20 
points Tuesday against 
Central Arkansas. 
Gardner-Webb led 38-27 at 
halftime, and Sanders began 
the second half with a three-

point play to put the Wildcats 
deeper into a hole. 

Gillispie opened his tenure 
as Kentucky coach Tuesday 
night with a 67-40 victory 
over Central Arkansas. The 
former Texas A&M coach 
took over the Wildcats after 
Tubby Smith left for 
Minnesota. 

Gillispie was far more ani- 
mated Tuesday night. Against 
Gardner-Webb, he just knelt 
on the sideline and shook his 
head. Afterward, he walked 
down the sideline to shake 
hands with each of the oppos- 
ing players. 

Although the Rupp Arena 
fans mildly applauded their 
support when the final horn 
sounded, the boo-birds came 
out early when the game 
appeared to be slipping away. 

Among the lone bright 
spots for Kentucky were its 
two heralded freshmen, power 
forward Patrick Patterson and 
guard Alex Legion. 

Legion tried to single- 
handedly carry the Wildcats 
midway through the second 
half, hitting three 3-pointers 
and making a key steal in just 
over 2 minutes. 

Patterson had 12 points and 
a game-high 12 rebounds, 
including 10 in the first half 
that accounted for half the 
Wildcats’ total. 

“They came to play,” 
Patterson said of Gardner- 
Webb. “Obviously we didn’t.” 

Ramel Bradley led all scor- 
ers by tying a career high with 
24 points and going 14-for-14 
from the foul line.

Umpires want to be included in 
instant replay discussions

COMPTON — Big league 
umpires want a chance to 
make their own call on instant 
replay. 

General managers recom- 
mended this week in Orlando, 
Fla., that replay be used on 
boundary calls — whether 
potential home runs are fair or 
foul, if balls go over fences or 
not, and if there’s fan interfer- 
ence. 

There was no time frame 
on when such a system might 
be put in place. Umpires and 
players would have to 
approve it, and owners and 
commissioner Bud Selig will 
certainly weigh in. 

“First, it’s kind of prema- 
ture to have an official posi- 
tion,” Lamell McMorris, a 
spokesman for the World 


Umpires Association, said 
Thursday. 

“We’re aware of the vote 
that took place in Orlando,” 
he said. “We fully anticipate at 
the appropriate time we’ll 
have discussions with Major 
League Baseball. I think it’s 
natural that those who offici- 
ate baseball would be includ- 
ed in the discussions. We’re 
the ones that are going to have 
to implement its usage, equip- 
ment and otherwise.” 

McMorris was at the Major 
League Baseball Urban Youth 
Academy during the second 
annual MLB Umpire Camp. 

“This will affect the collec- 
tive bargaining agreement that 
expires in December 2009,” 
he said. “We’re open, very 
open, to the possibilities. 
Right now, we don’t have an 
official position. We don’t

know exactly what’s involved.

two-year dream tangible for 
the community through a 
multi-faceted facility where 
people can come to view, 
purchase and learn to create 
their own work. The gallery 
will feature paintings, 
ceramics, jewelry and 
sculpture for sale, but beyond 
the walls of the gallery the 
limits go as far as Lindsley 
and the Williamses’ 
imaginations can stretch. 

“We’re artists, and we 
want to see art survive in the 
community and schools with 
the kids,” Lindsley explained 
Thursday. “We want to create 
a complete environment to 
give back to the schools, the 
community and the kids.” 

Lindsley explained that 
with his knowledge as a 
teacher at Mendocino College 
and Marsha’s experience 
teaching at the River Oak 
Charter School, the group is

Report: Firefighters injured in wildfire followed residents

SAN DIEGO — Powerful 
winds were driving flames 
through the rugged hills along 
the U.S-Mexico border when 
Thomas Varshock and his son 
drove up to a fire engine near 
the highway and asked for 
help saving their mobile 
home. 

The Harris Fire was just 2 
hours old and chewing 
through chaparral west of 
Potrero, about 40 miles east of 
San Diego. Varshock told a 
fire captain there were resi- 
dents still in a second house 
near his. 

The captain told Varshock 
to obey evacuation orders and 
get out of area, and the engine 
set off down the dirt access 
road toward  Varshock’s 
house. 

Within an hour, the captain, 
the three firefighters in his 
team and Varshock’s teenage 
son were severely burned; 
Varshock was dead. 

A preliminary incident 
report released Thursday by 
the California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection 
offers the most detailed offi- 
cial account of events that led 
to a dramatic helicopter rescue 
of the injured. 

According to the report, 
Varshock and his son followed 
the firefighters. When their 
vehicle stalled, the firefighters 
let them hop into the engine 
cab. 

Firefighters met thick 
smoke but kept going after 
Varshock told them there was 
water and a good place to turn 
around near his ridgetop 
home. 

Flames licked the side of 
the fire engine when they 
arrived at Varshock’s home, 
where the living room was 
already being consumed and 
attic vents were exhaling 
smoke. 

The fire captain ordered his 
men to abandon the operation 
and get back in the engine, but 
the truck didn’t have enough 
room to back out of a small 
clearing and stopped running 
because there was too little 
oxygen in the air. 

At that point, the report 
said, the heat exploded the 
passenger windows of the 
engine cab. Three firefighters

confirm 9th death

SAN DIEGO — The San 
Diego County Medical 
Examiner confirmed 
Thursday that a man whose 
body was found in a border 


took cover with Varshock’s 
son in a rocky area nearby, 
where they began sending 
radio distress calls that alerted 
the helicopter pilots above. 

A fourth firefighter ran the 
other way after being overtak- 
en by wind-driven flames. He 
was found about 40 minutes 
later behind a different rocky 
outcropping. 

One firefighter remains in a 
medically induced coma and 
two others are being treated at 
UCSD Medical Center in San 
Diego. The fourth firefighter 
has gone home. 

Varshock, 52, was killed at 
the scene; his body was found 
next the fire engine. His son 
was critically burned and 
remains at the hospital.

It is the ninth death direct- 
ly attributed to the fires. 

The man has not yet been 
identified.

The report did not indicate 
if other residents were nearby 
as Varshock told firefighters. 

The department said it will 
review how firefighters 
respond to information pro- 
vided by residents and how 
they decide which homes to 
protect. A final report may 
take months to complete. 

The fires directly killed 
nine people, destroyed about 
2,200 homes and burned more 
than 500,000 acres. Seven 
other deaths involving evac- 
uees fleeing the blazes have 
been indirectly linked to the 
fires.

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SF-Marin beaches affected by 
oil spilled from container ship

SAN FRANCISCO — An 
oil spill fouled miles of fragile 
coastline Thursday, and envi- 
ronmentalists raced to save 
tarred marine life as local offi- 
cials questioned the Coast 
Guard’s response to the ship 
collision that triggered the 
spill. 

About 58,000 gallons of oil 
spilled from a South Korea- 
bound container ship when it 
struck a tower supporting the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge in dense fog 
Wednesday morning. The 
accident caused no structural 
damage to the span, officials 
said, but the vessel’s hull suf- 
fered a large gash. 

Tides carried a plume of 
heavy fuel beneath the Golden 
Gate Bridge and into the 
Pacific Ocean. By Thursday 
afternoon, oil had been sight- 
ed as far north as Stinson 
Beach, about 15 miles north 
of the city, and at least eight 
beaches in San Francisco and 
Marin County were closed. 

“What we have here are 
ribbons of oil just going all 
over the place,” Coast Guard 
Capt. William Uberti, captain 
of the Port of San Francisco, 
said after an aerial survey. 

City officials said the Coast 
Guard initially underreported 
the size of the spill, believed 
to be the biggest in the bay 
since 1988. As late as 9 p.m. 
Wednesday, Coast Guard offi- 
cials were still saying just 140 
gallons had poured into the 
bay, according to Mayor 
Gavin Newsom, who said the 
city would consider legal 
action against anyone found 
liable. 

“We would have responded 
differently if we had accurate 
information from the get-go,” 
said Newsom spokesman 
Nathan Ballard. City workers, 
for instance, would have ini- 
tially laid more boom lines to 
contain the oil, he said. 

Sen. Barbara Boxer also 
criticized the Coast Guard’s 
response in a letter sent 
Thursday to Commandant 
Adm. Thad W. Allen, saying 


she was “very troubled by the 
Coast Guard’s delay in deliv- 
ering accurate information to 
the public and the city of San 
Francisco.” The senator asked 
Allen for a briefing on the sta- 
tus of the spill, its impacts and 
the Coast Guard’s efforts in 
the cleanup. 

A Coast Guard log of 
Wednesday’s events obtained 
by The Associated Press 
showed the Coast Guard 
briefed city officials around 
1:25 p.m. 

However, the log also sug- 
gests that both the ship’s crew 
and some Coast Guard per- 
sonnel vastly underestimated 
the scope of the spill at first. 

About two hours after the 
collision, engineers aboard 
the cargo ship estimated about 
146 gallons of fuel had 
leaked. 

The Coast Guard began 
receiving reports from its own 
personnel that suggested a 
much bigger spill, including 
oil washing up on piers miles 
away, and “oiled birds and 
wildlife.” Yet at 4:49 p.m., 
more than eight hours after 
the collision, a team of Coast 
Guard, California Department 
of Fish and Game and San 
Francisco police officials esti- 
mated “400 gallons in the 
water total,” according to the 
log. 

Uberti disputed that, saying 
Coast Guard personnel knew 
the full extent of the spill by 
around 4 p.m. He said the 
Coast Guard and private 
response firms responded 
immediately after the inci- 
dent, and he rejected any sug- 
gestion that the crews could 
have contained the spill more 
quickly. 

“We mobilized as if it was 
a big spill right away,” said 
Uberti. 

A series of factors appeared 
to contribute to the slow 
assessment. The ship’s crew 
could not use its normal 
means of determining how 
much fuel had escaped 
because some of the equip- 
ment was damaged in the col- 
lision, authorities said.

FBI says mall threat not credible Court

LOS ANGELES — The 
FBI said Thursday it received 
a tip that al-Qaida was plan- 
ning to attack shopping malls 
in Los Angeles and Chicago 
this holiday season, but down- 
played the purported threat. 

The warning, contained in 
an FBI memo to local law 
enforcement agencies that 
was declassified Thursday, 
said the terror network “hoped 
to disrupt the U.S. economy 
and had been planning the 
attack for the past two years.” 

Federal and local officials 
downplayed the significance 
of the warning. The memo, 
known as an intelligence 
information report, was given 
to authorities in Chicago and 
Los Angeles “out of an abun- 
dance of caution,” FBI 
Special Agent Richard Kolko 


said. 

“Al-Qaida messaging has 
clearly stated they intend to 
attack the U.S. or its inter- 
ests,” Kolko said. “However, 
there is no information to state 
this is a credible threat.” 

Mayor Antonio 
Villaraigosa urged residents to 
go about their daily routines 
but remain vigilant and 
“mindful of anything out of 
the ordinary.” 

“I want people to know that 
they can shop in this city until 
they drop. From shopping,” 
Villaraigosa said. 

The FBI received the tip in 
late September. Intelligence 
and law enforcement officials 
regularly share raw intelli- 
gence, even when the value of 
the information is uncertain, 
Kolko said. 
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Now that Elliot is appoint- 
ed, she said funds will be 
available from the county to 
pay for “reasonable expenses” 
related to his defense, just like 
any other defendant who is 
being represented by a public 
or alternate defender. 

Brown said Elliot can con- 
tinue to represent Escareno 
through his competency hear- 
ing but said he was not sure if 
Elliot would be allowed to 
continue to represent 
Escareno past that. 

Escareno is being tried as 
an adult on charges of murder 
in the shooting death of Enoch 
Cruz. Cruz was found shot to 
death in his car on Feb. 6. 

There is no known motive 


TO 


for the shooting but it is 
known that Cruz was dating 
Escareno’s 22-year-old sister 
at the time of his death. 
Escareno has not 
entered a plea in this case. 
Elliot has said she does not 
believe her client is competent 
to stand trial because he is 
young and she said he does 
not fully understand the 
charges leveled against him. 
Under California law, a 13- 
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year-old is not competent to 
stand trial. 

Elliot has cited the recent 
court decision in Timothy J. v. 
Superior Court, which says a 
juvenile defendant does not 
need to show evidence of a 
“mental disease or defect” in 
order to be declared incompe- 
tent to stand trial on homicide 
charges. 

At an earlier hearing, the 
DA’s Office said forensic psy- 
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chologist Dr. Kevin Kelly has 
evaluated Escareno and found 
him competent to stand trial. 

Elliot said she is still con- 
cerned about her client’s com- 
petency and requested that a 
jury be allowed to decide if 
proceedings should go for- 
ward. 

A jury trial for competency 
is scheduled for Dec. 10.
